LOS ‘ANGEUES, Cal., 11.—The 
name of Clarence 5. chief 
counsel for the McNamara brothers, 
was brovght into-the preliminary of 
Bert H. Franklin, a defense investiga- 
tor, charged with bribery before Just- 
ice William P. Young today. 

George N. Lockwood, the venireman 


whom Franklin is accused of bribing 
testified. that Franklip told him he 
“would see Clarence S. Darrow and ar- 
range how the money was to be paid.’ 
The utterance created a sensation. 

Robert F. Bain, a juror in the McNa- 
mara case whose wife has sworn that 
she took a bribe from Franklin and gave 
it to her husband, sat in one of the 
seats assigned to newspaper men. 

“Lockwood's testimony does not bring 
Clarence S. Darrow legally into the 
case,”’ said District Attorney Frédericks 
at his office. “It is hearsay and noth- 
he more. We will proceed with prose- 
tutions only upon evidence which will 
stand in a court of law.”’ 

“Will you say if you have such evi- 
dence?’’ he was asked. 

‘We have not,’ he said and then cor- 
rected himself. ‘‘We have other evi- 
dence, but it is not sufficient,” he said. 

Lockwood in his story declared he re- 
jected Franklin's proposal, told Dis- 
trict Attorgey John D. Fredericks of it 
and the following Saturday after his 
name had been drawn from the jury 
wheel. allowed Franklin to reopen ne- 
gotiations on advice of the District At- 
torney. The first offer, Lockwood said, 
‘was of $2000; the final one of $400). 
When the matter finally was brought 
up, Lockwood said, Franklin brough, 
in Darrow’s name. 

In a subsequent telephone conversa- 
tion, Lockwood said, Franklin asked if 
he “should bring the big one out,”’ and 
was told to do so. 

“When he arrived,” said Lockwood, 
“T asked him why he did not bring tic 
‘big one’ out. ; 

“He said: ‘Did you think that was 
Darrow,’/ and I said ‘Yes.’ 

“ ‘No, "he said, ‘that’s Cap White’.” 

Franklin was arrested on a charge of 
bribing George N. Lockwood, a venire- 
man. 


Cc. E. White, who, with Lockwotéd, was 


present when Franklin was: arrested, 
told a story in which he said Franklin 
came to him and asked him to be a 
stakeholder of $3000 to be paid to Lock- 
wood at the end of the trial. When 
they met Lockwood, he declared $500 
Was passed, the $3500 was held back, 
and at that moment all three men were 
arrested. Lockwood himself was the 
second witness. His story corroborated 
White’s testimony. 

White testified that Franklin came to 
him one day and related that the prose- 
cution in the McNamara case was using 
thousands of dollars to secure a con= 
viction, and that he, as an employe of 
the defense, was going to use the same 
tactics, 


McNamara Typist Is His Defender. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—Miss Nora Haley, 
former stenographer of McNamara at 
Irdianapolis, who was said by the Mc- 
Namara prosecution to have valuable 
information concerning the movements 
of the dynamiters, has made a state- 
ment, in which she denied that she had 
any such knowledge. 

“I always thought John J. McNamara 
Was a fine man,” said Miss Haley, “and 
I did not believe for a moment that he 
was guilty of the crime charged against 
him until he confessed it. 

“During the three years that I acted 
as his private secretary and stenogra- 
pher, nothing concerning a dynamiting 
conspiracy or anything of the kind 
passed through my hands. There was 
no correspondence to Los Angeles in 
regard to anything except the regular 
routine of McNamara’s position as sec- 
retary and treasurer of the Structural 
Iron Workers.”

Enters Room Through Window. 

‘He called Policeman Irons, who went 
through the adjoining room, No. 7, and 
stepped onto the fire escape, where he 
opened a window and got into the room 
where the dead man lay. 

The man apparently was 50 years old 
and weighed 160 pounds. He had gray 
hair and mustache and was 6 feet tall. 

Mrs. Meyers said he applied for a 
room at 5:30 p. m. Sunday. No register 
is kept at the house. He paid 530 cents 
ir advance for the room without telling 
his name. 

Rented Room Sunday. 

Mrs. Meyers went to the room with 
him to make the bed and otherwise pre- 
pare it for ocqupancy. She says that 
while she worked he sat with his head 
in his hands and seemed downfast. He 
left the house half an hour latér, saying 
he would be out for an hour or two. She 
did not see him return. 

B. F. Remnitz, wuo works at night 
and occupies room 7, says that when he 
came in at 7 a. m., Monday, he did not 
notice the odor of gas and did not hear 
any sounds in the adjoining room. 

Patrolman Hanrahan who helped car- 
ry Krug from the room, performed the 
same service Friday when Ward was 
found dead. 

Testimony at the Ward inquest was 
that a defect in an automatic gas reg- 
ulator caused the supply of gas to be in- 
terrupted and then restored, accidentally 
filling his room with gas. 

Mrs. Meyers said Monday that this 
could not have en the cause of 
Krug’s death as the sppliance ha 
been repaired and tested ‘Saturday. 

A maid at the roomfrig houge . said 
that a year and a half ago a guest giv- 
ing the name of Frank Jackson jum 
from the third-story window of roo 
No. 7 and was killed, and that it later 
was found that “Frank Jackson” was a 
woman. The police say they have no 
record of this.

BRICEVILLE, Tenn., Dec. ‘1—with 
17 bodies recovered and identified, rescue 
parties today renewed their efforts to 
force the big Cross-Mountaip Mine here 
to give up its dead. Having made cheir 
way three miles into the mountain and 
bratticed most of the cross entries, mem- 
bers of the rescue crew expect to reach 


the body-strewn chambers at any hour, 

Discovery of the first body this morn- 
ing came at 10 o’clock when a dead 
miner was found in a sitting posture 
in one of the interior chambers. He was 
Andrew Johrison. 

Charles Kesterson, 
among the first discovered was found 
at the telephone back in the mine by 
the rescuing crew. Evidently Kesterson 
had been trying to telephone news of 
the blast to the office of the mines 
when he was struck by falling debris. 
His skull was badly mashed and. his 
body cut. 

Indications were that he had been a 
victim of black damp. It is believed 
now that any men who might have es- 
caped the fury of the explosion speedily 
were suffocated by gases. 

A local Red Cross camp began work 
for the relief of the suffering this after- 
noon. It is estimated the explosion 
rendered 56 women widows and made 
184 children orphans. 

That there are 100 or more dead mea 
remaining. in the mine, there is no 
doubt. All hope of réscuing any of the 
scores who went to their toll Saturday 
morning has been abandoned. 

The discovery late last nigat of eight 
inore bodies prompted crowds to gather 
at the death cavern early this morning.

GOL ROOSEVELT 


His Friends Sound National Com- 
mitteemen as to Their Views 
of the Possibility. 








WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Al] attempts 
to disguise the fact that a concerted 
movement is on foot looking to the nom- 
inations of Col. Theodore Rosevelt as 


in 1912 were apparently dropped {today 
when it became known that members 
of the National ComTnittee were being 
sounded as to their view of the feasi- 
bility of ‘‘forcing’’ the nomination of the 
former president. ' 

On the eve of the assembling of the 
Republican National Committee in 
quadrennial session here tomorrow, little 


attitude of Roosevelt. It became known 
that several leading Republicans on their 
way to Washington to:attend the con- 
ferences had stopped over in New York 
and had long taiks with Roosevelt and 
still others had made engagements to 
sea hi meither at New York or Oyster 
Bay following ,the meeting of the Na- 
tional Committee. 

The supporters of Roosevelt now: here 
are basing all of their arguments in his 
behalf on the claim that while the form- 
er president has announced that he is 
no: a@ candidate, he has not said he 
would not accept the nomination if it 
were tendered to him. 

They claim that “as a good American 
citizen, Roosevelt could not do other- 
wise than accept, once the convention 
had acted.”’ 

No attempt, it was said, would be 
made to bring the Roosevelt sentiment 
to a focus at this time. The hope of his 
supporters is to achieve this in the con- 
vention itself. For this reason they 
have practically dropped the fight to 
have the National Committee to declare 
that delegates should go to the conven- 
tion uninstructed. | 

Friends of President Taft are meeting 
the Roosevelt sentiment e¢erywhere and 
assert that the movemnt is a well-direct- 
ed one. 

They are urging . resident Tatt’s nom- 
nination on the ground that to refuse 
to igdorse his administration would be 
to discredit the party. 

The program of the committee was 
practically on in full last night and this 
gave the committeemen and other visit- 
ors a chance to talk politics. 

It was reported that a sharp fight 
will come up in the committee over the 
proposed naming of the all-powerful 
subcommittee of five to-make plans for 
the convention, to choose the chair- 
man, etc., and that the fight would find 
the secretary to the President, Mr.

Association td Put in Operation 
Device to Destroy 90 Per Cent

Dense smoke from locomotives of the 
Terminal Railroad Association will soon 
be ancient history, according to W. S. 
McChesney Jr., president and general 
manager of the-Terminal. Within a few 
weeks he hopes there will be no more 
smoke produced in Mill Creek Valley 
and other sections containing railroad 
yards by Terminal engines. — 

About two-thirds of the Terminal lo- 
comotives in use in St. Louis have been 
equipped with smoke-consuming devices, 
McChesney told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday. Others are being 
equipped as rapidly as the appliances 
can be delivered, he said, and by Feb. 
1 it is believed the entire battery of lo- 
comotives will be practically smoke- 
less. 

“The device which was given a prac- 
tical test several months ago is the 
best we have found, and it has proven 
practical,’’ McChesney said. “It abol- 
ished about 90 per cent of the smoke by 
burning it. It proved practical enough 
for us to make a contract for the equip- 
ment of all of our engines in use in St. 
Louis. 

“When that is completed we expect 
to equip locomotives used on the East 
Side with the device. We want to prove 
our assertion that we would adopt any 
device which proved that it would elim- 
inate a large amount of smoke. We 
have been working on that plan for 
many years.’’ 

A tour about the Terminal yards for 
the inspection of smokeless locomotives 
is planned as soon as the contract is 
completed, McChesney said. The mem- 
bers of the Woman's Organization for 
Smoke Abatement and other civic or- 
janizations will be invited to accom- 
pany the party. 

There are many locomotives owned by 
other railroads that are not equipped 
with the device. It is believed some of 
the railroad officials are waiting to see 
what success the Terminal has with 
the device before adopting the system 
The women who are active in abolishing 
smoke expect to urge other railroads 
to equip their locomotives when the 
success of the Terminal is demonstrated.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The Rail- 
road Securities, Commission, headed 
by President Arthur T. Hadley 
Yale, has reported that it would be 
practically impossible at this time to 
place issues of railroad securities un-

recommends that enforced publicity 
for all railroad financing is the most 
effective weapon against stock wa- 
tering which the Government has at 
its command. 

A distinguished. group of investigators 
was named by President Taft to co- 


operate witn Prof. Hadley. They were 


Frederick N. Judson of St. Louis, Fred- 
erick Strauss of New ‘York, Walter L. 
Fisher, now Secretary of the Interior, 
and Balthazar H. Meyer, a member of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Hadley Studied Abroad, 

The commission was created in 1910, 
when the Senate refused to accept a 
house amendment to the pending rail- 
road bill, providing that all future is-- 
sues of stocks and railroad securities 
be placed under the control of the In- 
terstatéB Commerce Commission. Many 
of the Senate Democrats opposed it as 
an invasion of states’ rights. President 
Taft at the time told Republican lead- 
ers the party was committed to such 
a measure, but when it appeared impos- 
sible to pass it, the President agreed to 
have the clause eliminated, with the 
understanding that a commission to 
study the subject would be allowed. 
This was done\and the commission be- 
gan work in the autumn of 1910. Pub- 
lic hearings »..ere held and Chairman 
Hadley studied the problem abroad. 

The commission’s report is distinctly 
adverse to the legislation proposed in 
the railroad bill. 

President .Taft in transmitting the 
report to Congress today, declared that 
he heartily concurred in the recom- 
mendations. The commission’s priacipal 
conclusions are: 

That any attempt by Congress to 
adopt the policy of Federal regula- 
tion to the exclusion of state regu- 
lation, would be premature. 

That for the present, state author- 
ities should make a concerted ef- 
fort to harmonize existing require- 
ments. 

That Congress should prepare for 
the future by giving consideratiog 
to a Federal incorporation act which 
would permit interstate railroads to 
exchange, their state charters for 
national Snes. 

The commission takes the ground that 
constitutional questions involving the 
scope and extent of Federal authority 
are unsettled and will remain so for 
sometime and that while such a con- 
dition exists, to superimpose Federal 
regulation upon state regulation woulr 
add to the conflicts and complexities, 
which in the public interest, alia 
rather be diminished thau increased. 


Power of Congress. 


“Unless .the constitutional power of 
Congress to regulate securities of intér- 
state railroads is definitely established 
as being exclusive of State control, 
either the Federal Government and the 
states will come to a general under- 
standing as to the principles to be 
adopted in the control of security issues, 
or the railroad systems will be given 
‘the opportunity to exchange their State 
charters for Federal ones,"’ says the re- 
port. 

“Until such exclusive jurisdiction can 
be established, the creation of a sep- 
arate administrative body subjecting 
the railroads to a new system of con- 
eurrent supervision, in addition to the 
many old Oncs Which now exist, does 
rot seem just, expedient or econom- 
ical.’’

The commission feels that railroad de- 
velopment has gone so far and such a 
volume of securities has already been is- 
sued that the only questions of real im- 
portance are whether it is desirable for 
the Federal Government to regulate the 
issue of future securities, and, if so, to 
what exetent and in what manner. The 
complex relations between securities al- 
ready outstanding has made it impos- 
sible to treat the question of future reg- 
ulation as it might have been treated if 
those securities were not already in 
existence. 

In cases where it is found that the 
issued securities exceed the physical 
valuation, the commission is not in favor 
of forbidding further issue until the de- 
ficiency 1s made up, because the princi-

The connections of the 11 were the 
subjects of thorough investigation by 
both sides since the Saturday adjourn- 
ment, and it was reported today that 
the Government will exercise its pe- 
remptory challenges on all but two or 
three. 

John A. Morgan, secretary to the head 
of a commission firm, was the first ve- 
nireman examined by the packers. He 
Was excused after he declared that he 
had an opinion. Wilbur F. Moffat, a 
union painter, and John A. Herath of 
Joliet, both of whom had opinions, fol- 
lowed, and were excused after brief ex- 
amination. 

William P. Hamilton, a negro, was 
excused by agreement, and John Schar- 
lan of Lombard was older than the 
statutes provided and was excused.

Sundry and 
various Indianapolis voters, however, 
aver that Lew Shank knows the political | 
game from A to Izzard, and can recite | 
its alphabet backward,

In Germany the important cities of 
Berlin and Duesseldorf have estabiished 
municipal potato markets modeled after 
the Shank plan, and other German cities 
are adopting the idea. 


Everybody Calls Him “Lew.” 


VERYBODY calls the Mayor 
FE “Lew,” even his official secre- 

tary, Annis Burk, a veteran news- 
paper man of Indianapolis. As Lew 
Shank he is known throughout Indiana. 

That Lew Shank is democratic cannot 
be doubted by one who has spent a 
day in his mayoralty office rooms in 
the splendid new city hall, watching 
him receive the multitudes of men 
seeking jobs under the administration 
or the Mayor’s recommendation to a 
private firm, or presenting suggestions 
good, bad or indifferent as to plans for 
promoting the Mayor's crusade against 
the high cost of living. Mayor Shank 
turns nobody down. 

“T’ll never get a chance to talk to you 
at all,”’ said the Mayor to the reporter, 
“ynless I lock you in with me.” This 

e did after the morning rush of ap- 
plicants was ov@r. 

Shank is a large ‘man, tall, broad- 
shouldered, well-proportioned and hand- 
some as to countenance. Though he will 
not attain his fortieth bimhday until 
Jan. 23, his head is bald about one-third 
of the way back from his forehead. His 
remaining hair, which is abundant so far 
as it goes, is dark. His face is smooth- 
shaven. 

In talking he uses the language of the 
common people, with an occasional slang 
word aptly fitting into the conversation 
where it will do the most good. On the 
ecasion of the intervie v he wore a bluish 
business suit, a low-cut collar, a gray 
four-in-hand tie without a stickpin, and 
shoes that looked more comfortable than 
stylish. His only visible jewelry was a 
heavy finger ring. There were no frills 
to Lew Shank, either in clothes, car- 
riage or conversation. He looked every 
inch what he is called, a plain man pf 
the people. 


How He Took Up Crusade. 


HIS is a brief pencil picture of the 
T man whose potato buying and sell- 
ing as an object lesson in protest 
against the increased cost of living has 
made him known not only throughout 
the United States but in Europe also, 
in the brief space of eight or nine 
It was late in September when 
Hanford B. Adkins, a young man well 
known to the Mayor since his boyhood, 
entered the Mayor’s office and re- 
marked: 3 
“What do you thing, Lew—I had to 
pay 15 cents for a quarter of a pack of 
potatoes this morning.”’ 
The Mayor did a little figuring by 
mental arithmetic. ‘Sixty cents a peck, 
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four pecks to the bushel, $2.40 a bushel,” 
he said. “Gee whiz! What can we do 
about it? It’s only the poor people, of 
course, who have to buy in such small 
quantities, and they are the ones who 
must bear the burden of such exorbi- 
tant rates. What do potatoes sell for if 
you buy a bushel at a time, Adkins?’ 

“A dollar sixty,’’ replied Adkins. 

“And that’s a heap too much,” the 
Mayor said.. ‘I wish I could do some- 
thing to overcome this unjustly high 
price of potatoes to the poor. Potatoes 
are the universal staple of table food. 
Everybody eats potatoes, rich and poor 
alike. The poor, who usually have more 
children than the rich, need more pota- 
toes. Yet they have to pay a great deal 
more than the rich pay, because they 
must buy in small dMuantities. Fifteen 
cents a quarter of a peck! Hey, Burk!’’ 
to his secretary, ‘ 
this over with us.’’ 

Secretary Burk entered from the outer 
room and the three men put their heads 
together on the potato proposition. The 
idea of buying and selling at cost car- 
load lots of potatoes—on rather one car- 
load lot—came to the Mayor in a flash. 
He asked Adkins, who has a hobby of 
keeping well informed as to market 
prices, about what percentage of profit 
above the price paid to the farmers was 
madp by Indianapolis middlemen and 
market men. Adkins said it was at 
least 100 per cent, if not more. 

“I think.” he said, “that I can buy 
potatoes from farmers up in Northern 
Michigan and Wisconsin at something 
like six bits a bushel, maybe less.” 

“If you can,” said Mayor Shank, 
reaching into his pocket for a green- 
back roll, ‘“‘go right up there and buy a 
carload; ship them here in time to put 
on the market Saturday morning. Here's 
$50 for your expenses. Charge the pota- 
toes to my personal account.’’ 


Crowds Scramble for “‘Spuds.”’ 


HAT was the genesis of the pota- 
7 toes-at-cost movement, which has 
spread to a number of other Amer- 
ican cities and has been put in opera- 
tion, under the Shank plan, in several 
cities of Germany, where the price to 
the consumer has been decreased 40 per 
cent. Adkins took a train for Grand 
Rapids, Mich. Friday night a carload 
of luscious Michigan ‘‘spuds,’’ 600 bush- 
els, bought by the Mayor’s purchasing 
agent direct. from the farmers at 69 
cents a bushel, arrived, F. O. B. In- 
dianapolis, which means that, the 69 
cents included the freight. 
In connection with his auctioneering, 
Mayor Shank for years has conducted a 
secondhand furniture business. He has 
several big furniture vans. The biggest, 
which holds early a carload of potatoes, 
is called ‘““‘The Battleship.”’ 
The potatoes were loaded into ‘‘The 
Battleship” and hauled to the Market 
street front of the big-city market, 
owned by the city, the stalls and stands, 
more than five hundred in number, being 
rented to the market men. 
Mayor Shank, Buyer Adkins and their 
helpers got up shortly after midnight 
that. first Saturday and were on the job 


potatoes, two and a half bushels in a 
package, were unloaded and stacked 
along the outer wall of the market. The 
loose spuds were left in “The Battle- 
ship.’” Long) before the legal market 
hour arrived there was a big crowd of 
people on hand, carrying baskets, sacks 
and buckets.

Rich as Well as Poor Buy. 


é¢ WAS astounded,” said Mayor 

Shank, “‘to see sO many people 

there. Why, folks even rode up 
in autos and carriages to buy. These 
people usually wanted several bushels 
and wanted them delivered. It had not 
been my intention to sell more than one 
carload, but when I saw that the spuds 
were going like hot cakes, I determined 
then and there that I’d just give the 
people what they wanted. ‘Here, Ad- 
kins,’ I said, ‘go into the market office 
there and take these rich people’s or- 
ders for five-bushel lots, and we’ll get 
another carload or several more if net- 
essary.” Adkins was busy writing out 
orders for potatoes. Many of the buy- 
ers paid cash or checks in advance, and 
before the morning was over we discov- 
ered that it would take three carloads 
the next Saturday to supply the de- 
mand.”’ 

Mayor Shank himself worked severa) 
hours scooping up potatoes from “The 
Battleship,” filling baskets, dishpahs 
and aprons. In the gray of the morning 
hundreds ‘of the Indianapolis poor 
trudged home—men, women and chil- 
dren—bearing a precious burden of po- 
tatoes bought at reasonable rates, with 
the middleman’s big profit altogether 
eliminated. 





“I lost about $25 on the first carload,” 
the Mayor said, “but that was because 
in the rush I gave extra weight. 
a lot of people were clamoring for a 
dime’s worth I didn’t take time to weigh 
the potatoes, but just scooped ’em up 
and estimated in my mind, and I’m sure 
none of the poor folks got short weight. 
On the next three carloads there was 
a surplus about $114 above cost and 
handling expenses, which went into the 
potato-buying fund. I reckon, Adkins, 
we bought and sold in all about a dozen 
carloads, didn’t we?” 

“Twenty-one carloads,’ corrected Ad- 
kins.

Advisory Commission. 
he 


PON his own initiative 
J Shank has appointed what 

calls his Advisory Commission of 
30 prominent business and professional 
men of Indianapolis. This commission 
acts non-officially, receives no pay, the 
members foot their own expense bills 
when subcommittees visit other cities 
in the interest of Indianapolis, and thus 
their able services cost the taxpayers 
nothing. On the commission are a 
Jewish rabbi, a wholesale liquor dealer 
and a physician, who are among the 
most active members. The commission 
meets twice a week to discuss with the 
Mayor, and frequently without him, 
when he is too busy to attend matters 
of intimate public importance. The 
Mayor submits to his Advisory Commis- 
sion all the administrative matters which 
seem to require extraordinary delibera- 
tion. 


SLAYER JOHNSON 
TOPLEAD INSANITY 
AS HIS DEFENSE} 


FULTON, Mo., Dec. 11.—Temporary 
insanity will be the plea ofthe attor- 
neys for Richard M. Johnson, charged 
with the murder of John Griggs, tne 
alleged despoiler of his home, who was 
put on trial in the ee County 
Court, today. 

The attorneys point to the fact that 
Griggs entered the Johnson premises 
shortly after Mrs. Johnson made her 
confession of wrongdoing with Griggs 
and just after Johnson had made a 
trip from Iowa and had spent a long 
vigil at her bedside. 

Johnson and two of his young daugh- 
ters, one of whom witnessed the trag- 
edy, arrived in Fulton early this morn- 
ing from their home near Boydsville.

ITH an orchestra and chorus of 

W grand opera proportions and re- 
quirements and a prima donna of 

remarkble range and sweetness, 
‘Naughty Marietta,” a Victor Herbert 
comic opera of very light texture, was 
heard in St. Louis for the first time at 
the Olympic Theater Sunday evening. 
There are moments, too, when the 
music reaches the proportion of grand 
opera, the dream song of Marietta, first 
introduced early in the opening act, 
serving as the music theme of the play. 
It is doubtful if Victor Herbert. has 
ever composed a sweeter piece of music 
than. this dream song theme, played 
as an intermezzo, between the scenes of 
the second act. It opens with a soft, 
sweet strain with the harp and stringed 
instruments; the refrain is taken up by 
the pipes and later by the drums and 
bfasses until the full force of the large 
orchestra seems singing the love-song of 
the little girl who is looking for some 
one to finish the song she found in a 
dream. This same music theme is again 
excellently sung by Henry Taylor, when, 
as the hero of the story, he supplies 
the missing love chords, as the finale to 
the play. 
This music, so exquisitely played and 
sung by principals, chorus and orches- 
tra is sometimes almost lost in a maze 
of bewigged and painted comedians, 
whose comedy is not today any more 
than is the romance of the powdered 
wig and bright costumes of the early 
days in Louisiana. Happily for the 
present generation they can still see the 
beauty of the age of chivalry, but un- 
happily they can’t. quite stand for the 
aged humor, and therefore, last night’s 
audience seemed to relish the music and 
applauded until their hands tingled try- 
ing to get more of it. But with the ex- 
ception of one comedienne, Suzanne 
Leonard Westfall, who is a human cari- 
cature of all that is grotesque in wom- 
ankind, the comedy element is strained. 
Mile. Emma Trentini is the smallest 
prima donng with the biggest voice that 
comic opera can now claim. The Mari- 
etta role, with its different guises, its 
early French surroundings and its ro- 
manticism, offers a good vehicle for her 
imperfect enunciation of the English 
language, the peculiar little mannerisms 
and broken sentences being rather pleas- 
ing and giving an added charm to the 
quaint little }character. 
Nothing quite so lavishly endowed has 
been seen on the comic opera stage in 
St. Louis of late as ‘‘Naughty Marietta.’’ 
Oscar Hammerstein has brought his en- 
tire New York cast and production, the 
orchestra and chorus being worthy of the 
best that opera affords, while the scenic 
equipment and costuming are a delight 
in themselves. Among the principal 
singers and comedians not already men- 
tioned are William W. Black, as Lieu- 
tenant-Governor; Harry Turpin, the son; 
William Welp, the buffoon, as Silas 
Slick; Marion Lee as the quardoon 
slave; Vera de Rosa, as Fanchon, and 
James S. Murray, as the keeper of the 
marionette theater.

SUNG AT SHUBERT 
BY ABORN FORCES 


“The Tales of Hoffmann’”’ Pre- 
sented in English With Genu- 
ine Distinction. 


BY RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS, 
ORTHY opera worthily sung in 
W English at popular prices is a 
thing of value so great to the 
American public that its presentation 
assumes the aspect of an educational 
beneficence that calls for instant ap- 
preciation. 

The Aborn English Grand Opera Com- 
pany, which began a week’s engagement 
at the Shubert last night, 
acquitted itself in Offenbach’s tuneful, 
though almost childishly fantastic, 

“Tales of Hoffmann” as to qualify for 
the heartiest approval. 

It is quite true that a higher dis- 
tinction attached to the first St. Louis 
hearing of this opera when performed 
by the Philadelphia-Chicago company, 
affiliated with the splendid Metropolitan 
organization of New York, at the Coll- 
seum last season. 

But it is equally true that the Aborn 
forces have no reason to feel ashamed 
of their achievement, even though it be 
measured against that of Andreas Dip- 
pel’s singers, and that, while the com- 
parison is inevitably in favor of the 
Dippel forces, the Aborn people are név- 
ertheless to be thanked for a very ex- 
cellent and satisfying production—for the 
hearing of which $1.50 was the-highest 
price charged for the best orchestra 
seats. 

Last night’s cast presented Leonard 
Samoloff, a young, impetuous and hand- 
some singer, new to St. Louis, in the 
title role of Hoffmann, the poet. He is 
not by any means as: great a lyri¢ tenor 
as John McCormack, who sang the same 
role at the Coliseim, but his voice has 
a certain robust quality finely suited to 
the romantic and adventurous hero of 
the Offenbach story, and, in the score’s 
big moments, it made the Shubert ring 
with its well-sustained and _ truthful 
quality, failing but once, on a very try- 
ing high note, to meet the demands 
placed upon it. 

The Samoloff acting of the part was 
admirable, giving to the Hoffmarin role 
at most times a certain impulsive boy- 
ishness of spirit which made all the 
more effective those wistful later mo- 
ments when the young poet is made to 
realize that “the course of true love 
never did run smooth,” and adding much 
to the poetic charm of the final moment 
that brings him back to the worship of 
his muse as offering Life’s truest hap- 
piness. 

Louise LeBaron’s playing and singing 
of the part of Nicklausse, boon com- 
panion of Hoffmann, so delighted .ast 
night’s audience that it went on record 
as one of the big hits of the evening. 
Miss LeBaron has a rich and velvety- 
smooth contralto, which she employs as 
though she loved its employment, ani 
the Offenbach score gives to this voice 
a@ quite .generous allotment of oppor- 
tunity. Then, too, the gayety of the 
character seemed to make an irresisti- 
ble appeal to its player, as a result of 
which it became a very vital and joyous 
thing, of mood so magnetic as to keep 
Miss LeBaron constantly in the house’s 
favor. 

Inasmuch as she sang the three very 
arduous roles of Antonia, Giulietta and 
Olympia, which is more of a task than 
may fairly be placed upon any one 
prima donna soprano, Edith Helena was 
a trifle overworked by the night’s re-. 
quirements. In spite of this, however, 
she contrived to retain a surprising 
freshness of voice and spirit, and shared 
evenly in the triple division of honors. 
She was at her best, it seemed to me, 
in the Giulietta score, which she sang 
with sincere distinction. 

William Schuster{s most notable achie- 
vement was as Crespel,\ father of An- 
tonia, the score of this part bringing 
out to the full the deep and satisfying 
tunefulness of his excellent basso voice. 
He was also well placed as Spalanzani, 
the Supposed father of Olympia. The 
Dr. Miracle of Louis Kreidler was a 
good piece of tragic grotesquerie, and 
his voice was handled with uncommonly 
acute dramatic intelligence in this part, 
so likely to be overplayed and over- 
sung by the inartistic. Other less im- 
portant roles were in competent hands. 

The orchestra and chorus deserve sig- 
nal mention for very satisfying work. 
The conductorship of Carlo Nicosia 
was marked by its accustomed quiet 
efficiency. ‘“‘The Tales of Hoffman” 
will be repeated on Thursday evening, 
with Domenico Russo in its title role. 

“Madam Butterfly,’’ with Jane Aber- 
crombie as Cho-Cho-San, Samoloff as 
Lieut; Pinkerton, Loulse le Baron as 
Suzuki and Morton Adkins as Consul 
Sharpless, is tonight's bill.

In San Francisco Mrs. Anna Gaffney 


Langley shot her husband. The young 
woman is a stenographer.

What is the aggregate in penalties inflicted 
for this appalling aggregate in homicide? 

Precisely 52% years, in addition to two com- 
mitments for life and gne commitment of a 
juvenile to the reform school. 

On pleas of guilty or jury verdicts, convictions 
have so far been obtained in 20 cases. In 13 
of these cases, the punishment was fixed at two 
years’ imprisonment or less. In three cases, the 
punishment was only six months in the work- 
house, In three it was only one year. In sev- 
en cases two years was imposed. Twenty-two 
cases have resulted in acquittals or are still 
pending. 

No less than 46 of the 86 homicide cases were 
followed by no indictments. The explanation in 
some of these cases is that the murderer com- 
mitted suicide. In others it is that a presump- 
tion of self-defense or other facts convinced the 
experienced officers of the law of ~ impossibil- 
ity of obtaining convictions. 

The revolt against the Mosaic code of an eye 
for an eye and a tooth for a tooth is creditable 
to humanity, but it has gone too far. To rob 
a hen roost may be attended in St. Louis with 
more personal inconvenience to the offender than 
to take human life. Circuit Attorney Jones 
thinks the slaughter of St. Louisans is due to’ 
the failure to provide proper deterrents, result- 
ing from jurymen’s unwillingness to accept re- 
sponsibility for the death penalty. Criminal. 
history, however, shows that the most effective 
deterrent is found in the certainty of a. swift 
and inescapable penalty, if reasonably severe, 
rather than in the nature of the penalty itself. 

The slaughter can be stopped and must be 
stopped.

THE AMERICAN QUESTION. 

In his address at the Temple Israel protest 
meeting Rabbi Harrison said the enforcement 
of our rights in the Russian treaty had a pro- 
found interest for Jews beyond its immediate 
effect, because it might lead ‘to the bringing of 
American public opinion and governmental] in- 
fluence effectually to bear against Russian per- 
secution of the Jews. That is true. The influ- 
ence of the American people should always be 
exerted strongly for humanity. 

But our present submission to Russia’s inso- 
lent treaty-breaking discrimination against 
Jewish citizens has a far-reaching effect in the 
opposite direction. When we accept this discrim- 
ination on ‘account of race and religion we per- 
mit Russia to instil into our treaty, Our con- 
stitution, our laws, her own religious intolerances 
and race hatreds. We tacitly approve the 
savage medievalism, the bitter persecution and 
the brutal outrages which disgrace Russia and 
shock the civilized world. We accept the en- 
grafting of the barbaric policies of inhuman des- 
potism on our Democracy. 

More than this -Russia’s course igs an attack 
on a fundamental American principle. Equality 
of rights is guaranteed by the Constitution to 
every American.citizen. It recognizes no dis- 
tinctions of race or religions. 

Shal] we permit Russia to read into our treaty 
citizenship distinetions noWhere recognized ~ in 
our Constitution, laws or treaties? Shall we per- 
mit Russia to enforce a discrimination in Amer- 
ican citizenship obnoxious to her principles and 
institutions? This is the American question. 

If one treaty may be violated with impunity 
all treaties are subject to violation. If one 
American citizen may safely be discriminated 
against all are liable to discrimination. 

We have wasted half a century in polite and 
ineffectual protest. We should now enforce our 
rights. We should make Russia understand that 
the price of American friendship and treaty re- 
lations is fidelity to treaty obligations and 
justice to American citizens. If Russia will not 
pay this just price we should abrogate the Rus- 
sian treaties. 

Through our action in the Russian matter we 
should make it clear to all nations that what- 
ever their religious bigotries, race prejudices and 
class injustices they cannot inflict them upon us; 
they cannot on account of race or religion dis- 
criminate and put the badge of inferiority or the 
brand of dishonor on any American citizen.

WHITE HOUSE ECONOMY. 

There is no intention of appealing to the Amer- 
ican sense of humor when it is announced at the 
opening of Congress that “Taft plans to save $21,- 
000,000." When the figures are head-lined, the 
amount seems so respectabte_ that it might prom- 
isé’ @ tam paign-for the restoration of expenditures 
at Washington to the “needs of government 
economically administered.” | 

The sense of humor operates only when this 
is considered in connection with totals. We can 
read of an annual total of three-quarters of a 
billion dollars in Arabic numerals or in Roman 
letters, but after reading it, the only idea: we can 
have of its meaning is developed by comparison. 
Saving $21,000,000 a year gut of it is compara- 
tively the same economy which may be illustrated 
in family life, if any family now struggling to 
“make ends meet” sticceeds in economizing an- 
nually to the extent of 30 cents. Under existing 
conditions, depending largely on Washington 
methods, even that much may be a triumph.

Count Vay, a Hungarian sociologist who has 
been studying England at first hand, says that 
the English race is declining morally and intel- 
lectually, because of the deleterious influence of 
a corrupting American “invasion,” which, he con- 
tends, has had a deplorable effect on Britain’s 
smart set, and foreshadows the decay of the na- 
tion.

HELPING THE UNEMPLOYED. 

Like every other large city, St. Louis has many 
unemployed. Little has been done toward caring 
for them; nothing toward dealing with the gen- 
eral problem of unemployment, which is the re- 
sponsible factor in a surprisingly large proportion 
of such crimes as burglary, highway robbery and 
petty thievery generally. 

A plank bed serves only to keep its occupant 
from freezing to death. Chief Young’s proposed 
morning cup of coffee and chunk of bread are a 
makeshift. These are better than nothing. But 
they are not enough. St. Louis should have a 
municipal lodging house, scientifically operated, 





as such places are conducted in New York, Bos- 
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Converts to the cause of St. Louis. 
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artisan and manual laborer, out anyone ‘rom | 


any walk of life, who through fault or misfor- 
tune, is out of work.. Of these thefe are five 
classes: The temporarily unemployed able and 
willing to work; temporarily unemployed unable 
or unwilling to work; those whose employment is 
threatened by some disturbing factor, and who 
are almost permanently unemployed, but able and 
willing to work; the inefficient unemployed who 
cannot support themselves; and the permanently 
unemployed who refu-e work, 

Each of these different classes requires differ- 
ent treatment. The efficiency with which the mu- 
nicipal lodging house handles tnese different cases 
has been set forth so clearly by Raymond Robins 
in recent addresses in St. Louis describing the 
Chicago municipal institution that the need of a 
similar provision in St. Louis is apparent. 

A lodging house would classify our unemployed, 
separate loafers from iaborers, find work for 
those able to work, provide proper care for the 
sick, and keep professional idlers at the work- 
house until they are ready to reform if they want 
to reform. It would reduce crime and vice. 
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The dangers of coal mining are again ilus- 
trated in the Briceville disaster, where an explo- 
sion entombed 100 men. But these dangers can 
be greatly reduced by scientific precautions 
which should be enforced by law. 


Twelve men guarded the two.McNamaras while

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THE AMERICAN QUESTION. 

In his address at the Temple Israel protest 
meeting Rabbi Harrison said the enforcement 
of our rights in the Russian treaty had a pro- 
found interest for Jews beyond its immediate 
effect, because it might lead ‘to the bringing of 
American public opinion and governmental] in- 
fluence effectually to bear against Russian per- 
secution of the Jews.

HELPING THE UNEMPLOYED. 

Like every other large city, St. Louis has many 
unemployed. Little has been done toward caring 
for them; nothing toward dealing with the gen- 
eral problem of unemployment, which is the re- 
sponsible factor in a surprisingly large proportion 
of such crimes as burglary, highway robbery and 
petty thievery generally. 

A plank bed serves only to keep its occupant 
from freezing to death.

St. Louis should have a 
municipal lodging house, scientifically operated, 
as such places are opnducted in New York, Bos.

Of these thefe are five 
classes: The temporarily unemployed able and 
willing to work; temporarily unemployed unable 
or unwilling to work; those whose employment is 
threatened by some disturbing factor, and who 
are almost permanently unemployed, but able and 
willing to work; the inefficient unemployed who 
cannot support themselves; and the permanently 
unemployed who refu-.e work. 

Each of these different classes requires differ- 
ent treatment. The efficiency with which the mu- 
nicipal lodging house handles these different cases 
has been set forth so clearly by Raymond Robins 
in recent addresses in St. Louis describing the 
Chicago municipal institution that the need of a 
similar provision in St. Louis is apparent. 

A lodging house would classify our unemployed, 
separate loafers from iaborers, find work for 
those able to work, provide proper care for the 
sick, and keep professional idlers at the work- 
house until they are ready to reform if they want 
to reform. It would reduce crime and vice. 
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The dangers of coal mining are again ilus- 
trated in the Briceville disaster, where an explo- 
sion entombed 100 men. But these dangers can 
be greatly reduced by scientific precautions 
which should be enforced by law. 

Twelve men guarded the two.McNamaras while

FTER ten months of neglect 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11. 
the opulent baseball magnate moves 


up stage again and basks in the spotlight of publicity—a thorough 
disinfectant. Pooh-Bahs of the national game foregathered along 
the Pallid Way today for the most important meeting in the histary of 


baseball. 


There are innumerable questions of import to be settled, starting with 


an investigation of the ticket-scalping scandal, 


may not prove interesting. 

' But the very air is heavy with wild, 
wierd rumors and wiseacres predict that 
the foundation of the national pastime 
will rock before current squabbles are 
amicably settled. 

However, St. Louisans will be_interest- 
ed chiefly in a redhot tip that started 
nowhere and ended nowhere but which 
nevertheless smacks of real stuff. 

It has to do with the sale of the 
Browns. ‘Tis said that Col. Hedges will 
dispose of his holdings. Some say a 
St. Louis syndicate will take over the 
stock. Others say Ban Johnson is be- 
hind the movement to put a new man at 
the head of the Browns. All agree that 
@ radical change will be made in the 
St. Louis club. 

One man looms up today as a militant 
bidder for the Browns, if the Sportman’s 
Park contingent is to change hands. He 
is W. H. Watkins, owner of the In- 
dianapolis (American Association) club. 
Mr. Watkins is out to buy a big league 
ball club. He is behind the syndicate. 
headed by Sol Meyer, which is seeking 
to purchase the Boston Nation@ls. Wat- 
kins and his crowd stand ready to pay 
cash for the Brownies and if Col. 
Hedges is willing to sell, Watkins will 
be on the job Tuesday for an early 


hearing. 
At present. Mr. Watkins owns the In- 


(anapolis team in the American Asso- 
ciation; the Springfield club of the Cen- 
tral League and the Stubenville team of 
the Ohio-Pennsylvania League. Should 
he acquire a big league team he will 
have the distinction Of owning a club 
in the majors, in class double A, B and 
C organizations. That’s a feat never 
before achieved by a baseball magnate. 
Mr. Watkins’ idea is to get a farm, then 
two major teams—an idea that is not to 
be despised. 

But, to get back to our story. Wat- 
kins is after. the Browns because he 
realizes that St. Louis is a better base- 
ball town than Boston. Rather that 
Col. Hedges’ baseball plant is far su- 
perior to the Rustlers’ stuffy quarters at 
the Hub. The Boston National team 
will never be a great money-getter be- 
cause its park is not large enoukh and 
because there

Reopening of Tobacco Case De- 
nied and Securities Report 


Is Favorable.

Bureau eof the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial *eview 

today, says: 

“For the somewhat violent advance on 
the tSock Exchange shortly after noon 
~—following two hours when prices sim- 
ply stood motionless—there were two 
obvious causes. One was the Supreme 
Court’s answer to the petition of the 
Tobacco independents; the other, the 
formal publication of the Railway Se- 
curities Commission’s report. The Su- 
preme Couprt’s refusal to re-open the 
geustion of the Tobacoc Trust’s form of 
dissolution under the Circuit Court de- 
cree was expected by everyone familiar 
with the law and precedent. 

The Tobacco Refusal. 

“There were two reasons for such ex- 
pectation. The Tobacco independents, 
in the first place, were not parties to the 
suit against the Tobacoc Trust, and it 
would not have been opening a Pan- 
dora’s box of chaotic possibilities for 
the court of last appeal to admit an oo 
side party into any suit of whateve 
Sort, at so late a stage in litigation. 

“Even Harriman, who represented 
actual shareholders in Northern Secur- 
ities, was in 1905, refused the privilege of 
such intervention, when his petition was 
based on substantially the sams 
grounds. 

“But beyond even this, it is well 
known that the Circuit Court’s Tobaco 
Trust decre followed all the preceden: 
available in similar cases under the 
anti-trust law. 

“If there exists a popular feeling that 
the trust ought to be broken in to such 
small parts as to curtail or cripple the 
power of any one of them for future 
effective competition, the answer must 
be made, that such action is no Where 
prescribed in the language or purposes 
of the act. 

The Securities Report. 

“How much influence the Securi- 
ties Commission exerts on sentiment 
of the day, is perhaps an open ques- 
tion. 

“There is some reason for believing 
that information as to the nature ot 
its findings, based on the confiden- 
tial cpies of the report sent out be- 
forehand had ‘leaked,’ and even if this 
had not happened, Wall street had a 
column of editorial comment on the 
report, blurted out prematurely by 
the morning papers Saturday. 

“Be this as it may; the report might 


easonably have inspired good fealingy. 


because f its conservatism and com- 
mon sense. 

“The commission—whose member- 
‘Ship is of unusuaily high character— 
conscludes that the Federal Govern- 
ment ought not to try the experiment 
of supervising” new railway capital is- 
Sues under the Interstate Commerce 
law. 

“Recognizing the dangerous evils 
Which have arisen from reckless over 
capitalization, and admitting that 
there will have to be some fresh leg 
islation on the subject, the commis- 
gion nevertheless concludes tiat the 
time is not ripe for transfer of su- 
pervision from the states to the cen- 
tral Government. 

“Such action, the commission thinks. 

would provoke collision between State 
and Federal authorities, would possi- 
bly delay and complicate legitimate 
railway expansion, and woul! over- 
burden the Federal Governnient’s ex- 
isting facilities. 

“But publicity, in the shape of full 
and adequate information. to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, re- 
roan | the details, purposes, and 
proceeds of such securiiy issues, 
ought to be made compulsory. 

The Cotton Report. 


“The Government's cotton crop es- 
timate was issued at 2 p. m.: the 
figure given confirms with emphasis 
all previous intimations of a yield 
of unheard of magnitude. 

“Prior to 1911, the largest cotton 
crop ever picked in the United States 
Was 13,800,000 bales; the Government 
today names 14,885, 000, 

“An even more interes sting ‘com- 
parison is with previous December 
estimates by the Government, of 
which the highest on record was the 
12,929,000 bale forecast of this month 
three years ago, which turned 
to be nearly a million bales below 
the actual yield. 

“This question of how to read th»? 
Government estimate is the most in- 
teresting problem in the matter. if 
the Washington Bureau were on this 
occasion to have under rater the big 
crop of 1911, as much as it did the 
two other ‘record srops’ of 1908 and 
1906, then the present indicatei 
yield would be, not 15,000,000 bales, 
as the trade believes,. but 15,750,000.
